A. S. Jo hn so n , who m it is tho u ght 
lo bbed Dr. F. M. Sp arks’ den tal o f­ 
fice in this city last su mmer, is n o w 
in the Ru sh co u n ty jail. Jo hn so n was 
aiTested in Shelby v ille abo u t a week 
ago o n a similar charge. Mo n day his 
wife arriv ed in Shelby v ille fro m St. 
Lo u is, en gaged co u n sel an d p ro ceed­ 
ed to fight the case. The n ex t thin g 
the p ro secu tio n learn ed o f the affair, 
the 
p ro secu tin g witn ess 
had 
left 
Sfiefby v ille an d was in an o ther State 
the last heard o f him. When the case 
was called fo r trial mis mo rn in g the 
State atto rn ey was sijmp ly u p again st 
it an d had to dismiss the p ro ceedin gs 
again st Jo hn so n . 
Yesterday Dr. Sp arks learn ed o f 
the co n ditio n co n fro n tin g the p ro se­ 
cu tio n in Shelby v ille, an d that Jo hn ­ 
so n wo u ld p ro bably be released, so he 
swo re o u t an affidav it again st the 
man an d had City Marshal Price in 
the Shelbv v ille co u rt ro o m this mo rn ­ 
in g. When Jo hn so n was tu rn ed lo o se 
bo breathed a heav y sigh o f relief, 
bu t to o k it all back the n ex t mo men t 
when Marshal Price step jied u p an d 
jfiaciu g his han d o u him, said that he 
had a warran t fo r him. Jo hn so n was 
du mbfo u n ded. 
He sto o d befo re the 
o fficial with face p ale as death while 
the warran t was bein g read. 
Fo r the p ast few day s Atto rn ey 
Blair, co u n sel fo r Jo hn so n , has been 
tly in g to aro p se sy mp athy in Shel- 
by v ille fo r the p riso n er, declarin g he 
was in the first stages o f co n su mp ­ 
tio n an d wo u ld p ro bably n ev er liv e if 
o bliged to remain in jail u n til the 
Octo ber term o f co u rt. 
Mrs. Jo hn ­ 
so n will co me to Ru shv ille this ev en ­ 
in g to be n ear her hu sban d du rin g his 
in carceratio n here. 
The Shelbv v ille Rep u blican o f y es­ 
terday co n tain s an in terv iew with 
Mrs. Jo hn so n , which fo llo ws: 
“At the time my hu sban d is ac­ 
cu sed o f bein g in Ru shv ille he an d I 
were in Alban y , New 
Yo rk, where 
we had bgfen fo r sev eral weeks.

did n o t kn o w there was su ch a p lace 
as Ru shv ille o n the map an d I defy 
an y bo dy to say that I was ev er there. 
Yo u kn o w they say that Mr. Jo hn ­ 
so n an d his wife were there at the 
time the den tal o ffices were ro bbed 
bu t I was n o t there an d the o n ly 
p lace I hav e ev er been in In dian a be­ 
fo re is at In dian ap o lis, an d that was 
a n u mber o f y ears ago . 
That state­ 
men t is a lie, becau se I was at Al­ 
ban y , New Yo rk.*’ 
“Ho w lo n g hav e y o u an d Mr. Jo hn ­ 
so n been married?” she was asked. 
“Abo u t fifteen y ears, an d du rin g 
this- time we hav e liv ed in man y dif­ 
feren t p laces,” was her an swer.

After the disaster of several years 


ago a sea wall twenty feet in heighth 


was built around the city which is 


situated on an island, but seemingly 


it did not withstand the force of the 


water under a high wind and a rough 


sea.

Annapolis, Md., July 21.—The naval 
court’s 
inquiry into the matter of 
the death of L ieutenant James N. Sut­ 
ton, U. S.. M. C., of Portland, Ore., 
took a sensational turn when First 
L ieutenant W. F. Bevan of the marine 
corps, now attached to the battleship 
New Jersey, related his part in the 
tragedy in the early morning of Oct. 
13, 1907. 
Bevan was officer of the 
guard in the m arine camp that night, 
and one of the first men to reach the 
scene of S utton’s death. 
Like Lieutenant Adams, he testified 
that Sutton deliberately shot himself, 
but beyond that cardinal fact his de­ 
scription of Sutton's alleged suicide 
varied in important details from the 
story told by Adams, the man who said 
he had participated in a life and death 
struggle with the young Oregon lieut­ 
enant just prior to his act of self­ 
destruction. 
The most glaring disagreem ent with 
Adams’s 
story 
came 
when 
Bevan 
swore that he and tw'o other officers 
were on top of Sutton and trying to 
hold him down to prevent him from 
using his revolvers, when Sutton freed 
an arm from under him and fired a 
bullet into his own brain after someone 
remarked that he (Sutton) had killed 
Lieutenant Roelker. 
Adams testified 
that he had risen from Lieutenant 
Sutton’s body and that Sutton lay ex­ 
hausted and alone on the ground when 
he saw him raise his right hand and 
fire the shot that ended his life. 
Bevan’s testim ony also revealed that 
a situation bordering on a wild west 
rampage had existed in the m arines’ 
camp just prior to the shooting, when 
Sutton had been trying to make Lieut­ 
enant R oelker dance by leveling two 
revolvers at his feet and afterward 
rushed from the camp, disregarding 
his a rre st by the officer of the guard 
and shouting that h^.would quit the 
marines for good and all. 


CONFEREES CLASH 


H ints of Serious Differences in T a riff

W ashington, July 21.—The tariff bill

the tariff bill with them. 
Most of the conferees spent the time 
going over the troublesome details of 
the conference with the leaders. 
Re­ 
ports of serious conflicts of opinions 
over various schedules were bandied 
about and grew to extravagant propor­ 
tions with the telling. 
The long ab­ 
sence of Senator Aldrich and Speaker 
Cannon did not tend to ease the tense 
situation. 
What happened at the W hite House 
is a sealed book. 
WThen Messrs. Al­ 
drich and Cannon returned to the cap­ 
itol they minimized the differences that 
had aroused bitterness in the confer­ 
ence room and insisted that nothing 
unusual had occurred. 
Senator Al­ 
drich said that he expected that by 
tonight, when all of the conferees are 
to be entertained by the president at 
dinner, most of the problems apart 
from those receiving the personal at­ 
tention of the president will have been 
solved. 
Nevertheless, there has been trouble 
behind those closed and guarded doors 
that shut the public from the room 
where the real tariff bill is being con­ 
structed. 
Some say that the differ; 
ences between Senator Aldrich and 
Representative Payne have taken such 
form that progress is impossible un­ 
less the president has influence enough 
to compel action. This story is denied 
by both of the principals. 
It is not 
denied, however, that there was a 
clash.
